INTRODUCTION 

This informational statement has been prepared 
by the Boston Redevelopment Authority to briefly 
acquaint you with the procedures and the various 
kinds of relocation assistance you may expect 
from the Service Representative who will be 
working with you. 


We fully realize that the relocation of a company of 
any size is a tremendous undertaking — and the 
businessman heading a firm may understandably 
have many questions and be facing difficult 
decisions. It is our purpose to assure you that your 
firm, regardless of its size or type, will have every 
relocation resource available at its disposal. 


We hope that in the months ahead you will explore 
these resources with the Service Representative 
assigned to your firm, for we have found that what 
appears today to be a “‘business relocation” often 
is looked back on as a “business opportunity”’. 


BUSINESS RELOCATION SERVICES 

SURVEY 

The Business Relocation Staff will conduct a 
survey of each business in the Project Area. The 
purpose of this survey is to become as familiar with 
your business — your problems — and your 
relocation plans, as possible, in order to begin with 
you a well planned relocation. 


RELOCATION SPECIALISTS SERVICES 

Shortly after the initial survey, a Business 
Relocation Specialist will be assigned to your firm. 
This specialist will work with you throughout your 
relocation to keep you informed on relocation 
possibilities for your particular business, financial 
assistance for which you may be eligible, and our 
relocation reimbursement program. 


We would like to stress here that we are well aware 
- of the fact that operating your business Is a full time 
job — the successful relocation of your business 

_ is another full time job. This is the reason for the 
existence of our Business Relocation Department. 


The final decisions will rest with you — but the 
advice when you ask for it — the information when 
you need it —the “leg work” involved in sifting out 
the poor locations from the good ones to save you 
time, effort, and worry — this we intend to do for you. 


Although some businessmen may feel that there is 
time ‘‘to do it later’’ __ it has been our experience 
that the most successful business relocations are 
made when the businessman begins his planning 
early — in time for well thought out decisions 
rather than last minute ‘“moves in haste” 


HELP IN FINDING A NEW LOCATION 
Your relocation service representative uses the 
following sources to bring to your attention listings 
of vacant properties: 

Private owners 

Newspaper advertisements 

Agents 

Real Estate Brokers 

The Greater Boston Real Estate Board 
When current listings are compiled, these will be 
made available to you. 


TECHNICAL SERVICES 

When you have selected a new location, if you 
should require any technical advice on 
remodeling, plant layout, cost estimates, etcetera 
in order to determine the feasibility of a particular 
structure for your business — this service is 
available to you as part of our relocation service. 


REIMBURSEMENT OF MOVING EXPENSES 
Business concerns, when displaced by an Urban 
Renewal Project, are eligible for reimbursement of 
certain expenses incurred in moving their stock, 
trade fixtures, machinery and equipment from the 
project property to their new location. Such 
moving expenses may include costs of 
dismantling, crating, packing, transporting, 
reassembling, reconnecting and reinstalling of 
trade fixtures, stock and equipment. 


PROPERTY LOSS CLAIMS 

If you intend to cease operations or dispose of part 
or all of your personal property, you are eligible to 
submit a Property Loss Claim. 


MOVING GUIDE 

A complete “moving guide”’ will be sent to you well 
in advance of your move which will outline in detail 
the procedure to follow regarding moving 
expenses, property loss claims and Small 
Business Displacement payments. 


FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 

SMALL BUSINESS DISPLACEMENT PAYMENTS 
Certain small businesses may be eligible for an 
additional two thousand five hundred dollars 
displacement payment. Your Service 
Representative will assist you in pes your 
eligibility for such a payment. 


SMALL BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 

Certain long-term, low-interest rate loans are 
available through the Small Business 
Administration to businesses affected by an Urban | 
Renewal Program. 


These loans may be used for re-establishing your 
business and may include funds for working 
capital and/or the purchase of new equipment and 
furnishings. Loans are also considered for the 
purchase, and, if necessary, remodeling, of a 
building in a new location or to acquire land and 
construct a new building. Your Service 
Representative can go into this program further 
during the course of your meetings. He will advise 
you on the basis of your actual needs and transmit 
explanatory Small Business Administration 
literature. 
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
